Soil: Any good fertile well-drained soil will grow Strawberries. Be sure it has been under 
cultivation one full year before planting strawberries to avoid injury from grubs. 

_ Planting: Set the plants 18 inches apart in 3 foot rows. Water the plants when setting. Addi- 
tional watering is desirable during extreme dry periods of the summer. Side dress the rows with 
a good Nitrogen fertilizer, or rich well decomposed manure. Keep the soil well hoed and cultivated 
the first summer. Spring bearing varieties may be grown under the sawdust mulch system the same 
as everbearing Strawberries. (See page 2.) 

Mulching: When the ground freezes solid in the fall, apply a mulch of several inches of clean 
straw over top of the rows. Pull this mulch off the plants early in the spring before growth 
starts leaving it between the rows to keep the berries clean. Make another application of fertilizer 
at this time. Renew your strawberry bed 
after not more than two fruiting seasons.
